BREAK INTO TEARS. 


The defendant, mother and sister, 


burst into tears. 
The defendant -was 


discharged. The jury was dismissed 
until Monday morning. 


When Judge De Haven commenced 


to r?ad his charge to the Jury, the ac- 
c-used with her mother and sister -was 
in court. 
She listened to the charge 


with a great deal of interest. 


During the reading of the charge, the 


defendant was represented by both her 
attorneys, B. Schlesinger of this city 
and L. S. Church of Oakland.

Government was represented by Dep-

JURY IS CHARGED. 


The court charged the Jury that the 


defendant in a criminal action 
was 


presumed to be innocent until proven 
guilty. 


The Government had to establish the 


fact that the money taken by the de- 
fend.int or any part of it was the 
property of the Government. 


It had also to establish the fact that 


the money had been taken with fraud- 
ulent intent and had been fraudulently 
converted to her own use by the de- 
fendant. 


The conversion of Government funds 


by the defendant for her own use was 
a fradulent intent and was an intent 
to defraud. 


Ail money received by employes of 


the United States Government 
for 


stamps or other articles Intrusted to 
theii care was Government mones'. 


The mere intent to take the money 


and restore it later did not condone 
the offense of appropriation. 


It way not incumbent on the prose- 


cution to prove that such was not the 
intent of the accused. 


Every person was presumed to be 


sane.1 


No criminal act performed by an 


insane person was punishable under 
the laws. 


If the accused was sane at the time 


of the commission of the act, she was 
punishable under the laws. 


WHEN NOT PUNISHABLE. 


If the accused was Insane at the time 


of the offense charged was committed, 
she was not punishable under the law. 
| 
The burden of proof devolved upon 


i the Government to show that the ac- 


cused was of sound mind. 


By a "sound mind" was meant a 


mind which was able to know and to 
distinguish 
the 
difference between 


right and wrong and to know that any 
act performed was or was not In vio- 
lation of law. 


By an unsound mind was not meant 


insanity in general but insanity at the 
time of the particular act charged. 


It was incumbent on the Government 


to prove the existence of every ele- 
ment to prove a crime. 


It the jury entertained a reasonable 


doubt as to the sanity of the defend- 
ant at the time of the commission of 
the crime charged, they should find 
her not guilty, 


A mind which was not sane was not 


capable of committing crime. 


The insane mind was one which was 


unable to know the dlffeience between 
right and wrong. 


The Government was not required 


to show that the accused was of 
perfectly sound mind but that she had 
sufficient mind to know what was 
right and wrong. 


Moral insensibility was no excuse for 


crime. 


The Jury was not to consider whether 


or not the accused was insane at the 
present time but whether she was In- 
sane at the time Of the commission of 
the crime. 


Oral admissions to others by the de- 


fendant were to be received with cau- 
tion. They might not be what she said 
or they might not be what she really 
intended to have said. 
At the same 


time, they could be taken Into con- 


sideration with the facts of the case 
and the evidence. 
. Criminal intent was an element of 
every crime. 


The law Justified the Jury In draw- 


Ing 
reasonable 
Inferences from the 


facts. 
If there had been no proof of 


conversion, the Jury had a right to 
draw an inference from the facts ad- 
duced as to intent. 


An official or employ of the Gov- 


ernment who knowingly failed to pay 
over money of the Government which 
came into his or her hands was guilty 
of an offense under the laws. 


The accused had no right to divert 


the funds of the government to hor 
own use. It was her duty, at all times 
to have them ready for paying over to 
the government or to have them ready 
to be deposited with the government. 


Regarding 
collateral acts 
alleged 


to have been performed by the defend- 
ant, the burden of proof rested with 
the prosecution. 


Evidence had been Introduced tend- 


ing to show the good character of the 
defendant. 
The court said that he 


did not understand that the govern- 
ment intended to question the char- 
acter of the accused. 
The jury could 


give to this fact such weight as it 
though the matter deserved. 


If the Jury believed the prisoner 


guilty, it was its duty to find her guilty 
regardless of the showing of charac- 
ter. 


The fact that the accused did no(? 


testify in her own behalf should not be 
used against her or create in the jury's 
mind a presumption of guilt. 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


In the Bowen case yesterday after- 


noon the feature of the trial was the 
retirement from the court of the de- 
fendant, Mary Louise Bowen, at a time 
when she was being severely arraigned 
by Deputy District Attorney Clark. The 
young woman, in her seat beside her 
sister Lottie, became visibly affected. 
She sat up rigidly and seemed on the 
point of rising and replying to Clark. 
The sister spoke to her in a low tone 
and her mother, who was seated be- 
hind her, pulled at her jacket, at the 
same time ciuletly endeavoring to calm 
the feelings of the young woman and 


I thus prevent "a scene," which certaln- 


; ly would have caused excitement In the 
court. 


JUDGE NOTICES EXCITEMENT. 
Judge De Haven noticed the per- 


turbed condition of the defendant, her 
sister and mother, and said, apparently 
without intimating to the jury that 
anything unusual had taken place, that 
with the consent of counsel for the de- 
fendant, Miss Bowen would be per- 
mitted to retiic from the court during 
the argument which was in progress. 


MISS BOWEN RETIRES. 


Attorney 
Schlesinger 
said that he 


had no objection to the retirement of 
his client, whereupon Miss Bowen was 
told by the court that she might go 
into the woman's witness apartment.

BOOKS TOLD UNTRUTHS. 


The defense claimed that the books

Clark asked, "how did they tell the 
truth when Inspector Madden found 
out the falsity?

But where did she land. 


Finaily one month behind in Novem- 
ber. It was not honorable f3r her to 
have associated with Baker as she 
did. The prosecution was not respons- 
ible for this overwhelming sympathy 
for Baker. If affection did not exist 


that the fact that a grand jury has re- 
turned an indictment against her is 
simply an accusation and not evidence 
In the case.

If Miss Bowen was 
insane when she made these reports, 
why did she not explain them when 
she became rational again. 
But she 


was not Insane when «he made those 
reports, because her own mother testi- 
fied that she was always In a. normal 
condition when she did that work. The 
morbid deslte to commit a crime In- 
spires the commission of the crime 
for the advantage of the one commit- 
ting It, but It never Impels the commis- 
sion o£ crime by one person for^the 
advantage of another. 


BLIND STAGGERS. 


Counsel then attacked the testimony 


that Miss Bowen, during the three 
years In question, was afflicted with 
"ilind staggers" and said: 
"It was 


Indeed a sorry thing for the govern- 
ment that she did not have blind stag- 
gers on the last day of each month for 
those thirty-six months. If she had, it 
would perhaps have resulted In the 
discovery of the kind of a. clerk which,1 
was in charge, but despite the blind 
staggers, she managed for three years 
to send In her false statements. 


"She 
told Mr. Dargie that she had 


taken the money and that she was re- 
sponsible, but she afterwards dragged 
Baker's name Into It. Everett Brown 
was worried because of the relations 
that existed between Miss Bowen and 
Baker. 
He told Miss Bowen about It 


and he told his mother about It and 
Miss Bowen knew what she had been 
doing all 'along and secretly kept her 
guilty knowledge. 


INTENDED GUILT. 


"The- law assumes that she Intended 


the consequences of her act. The fact 
that she acted as you would not do, 
does not destroy that assumption. On 
the wiitten evidence furnished by this 
woman against herself no jury can 
say that she did not know what she 
was doing when she committed this 
crime." 


Mr. Clark then took up the books 


the case of Miss Bowen when she kept 
he>- books in so expert a manner and 
when she gave J7000 of- the govern- 
ments money to that scoundrel Baker. 
I say to you that the memory that yon 
have allowed charity and sympathy to J 
appeal to you in this case will brighten 
your passage across the dark river 
when your case and her case are tried 
before a Just but merciful God." 


Court adjourned until 9 o'clock this 


morning, when Judge De Haven said 
he would charge the jury.

The Gold Legion Mining

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Magnetic Polar Surveys. 


Since the little forty-foot 
Norwegian sloop 
Gjoa 
reached 


Herschel Island, the headquarters of the Arctic whaling fleet north 
of Bering Strait, last year, after completing the navigation of the 
northwest passage for the first time in the recorded history of the 
human race, Captain Roald Amundsen, the commander of the expedi- 
tion, has been very much in evidence in the eyes of the scientific 
world. Interest in him and in the work which he has so successfully 
performed is intensified among the scientific cult located on 
the 


shores of San Francisco bay at present, because he is sojourning in 
Oakland awaiting the arrival in this port of the Gjoa, which is beat- 
ing her way south from Nome in charge of the first officer. 


Amundsen started on his perilous voyage with two special ob- 


jects in view, the relocation of the north magnetic pole and the 
final settlement, if possible, of the navigability of the Arctic Ocean 
from Davis Strait to the Bering Sea. The former was originally 
discovered in the early forties by Sir James Ross in the neighbor- 
hood of King William's Land. But more or less doubt was at- 
tached to the genuineness of Ross' discovery, and Amundsen's voy- 
age was undertaken to set the matter at rest. To force the so- 
called northwest passage was a secondary consideration in the plans 
of the intrepid adventurer, although he was as determined v.hcn he 
started out on the expedition to accomplish th,e unprecedented feat, 
if human skill, courage and perseverance were competent to do it, 
ES he was to locate the magnetic pole. He achieved both. 


The survey of the north magnetic pole occupied a period of 


nineteen months. It was carried out with the greatest attention to 
detail, because of the importance of the results to the art of naviga- 
tion. While the deviations in the mariner's compass in various 
longitudes east and west of the meridian in which Ross .reported the 
magnetic pole to be located went far to confirm the genuineness of 
his discovery, the action of the needle was oftentimes so erratic 
that a strong suspicion was aroused in the minds of geographers 
and navigators thai the pole was not stationary. Amundsen has 
removed all doubts in this respect. He found the pole approxi- 
mately in the same position as Ross reported it thus exonerating 
that distinguished Arctic explorer of the charge of ha\ ing faked his 
discovery. Amundsen does not clami to have precisely located the 
magnetic pole, so that he can state positively the exact second in 
longitude and latitude in which it lies ; but bis observations during the 
nineteen months in which he prosecuted his survey cover an area of 
ninety square miles in its vicinity, and the data he gathered during 
that lengthy and laborious period are so full and complete that 
definite results as to the pole's position and its variations, if any 
take place, are sure to be Beached when they are mathematically 
computed and scientifically compiled. This is the work of a corps 
of specialists, which will take several years to complete. 


Amundsen's voyage has completely exploded the theory of a 


northwest passage which can be utilized by commerce. This theory 
was cherished for centuries, in the hope of securing a direct route to 
the East Indies—one which would avoid the long and stormy pas- 
sage around the Cape of Good Hope, the dread of all mariners be- 
fore the days of steam. After the opening of the Suez Canal the 
theory of the northwest passage resolved itself into a mere geo- 
graphical and hydrographic problem whose solution was of interest 
only to science as a means of adding to the store of human knowl- 
edge regarding the currents which entered into and emerged from 
the Arctic Ocean. Amundsen has proved that if open water fol- 
lowed the northern coast line of the North American continent 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, it would not be of any value to 
commerce, for the reason that midway in the passage the channel 
is too shallow for anything save the smallest craft to navigate. Had 
he been sailing any larger craft than the Gjoa, it is now a well es- 
tablished fact that he would have failed in this part of his enter- 
prise. But the failure to discover a passage available to commerce 
does not detract in the least from the great value \\hich science 
has gained from this achievement. Having relocated the north 
magnetic pole and solved the northwest passage problem, interest 
in magnetic observation for the benefit of navigation is now shifted 
entirely to the Antarctic Ocean, for the determination of the precise 
location of the south magnetic pole whose influence produces an 
erratic effect upon the mariner's compass in the 
waters 
of 
the 


southern seas. For this purpose several expeditions, fitted out by 
the geographical societies of Great Britain and some of the con- 
tinental countries, aided by their respective governments, have co- 
operated of late years in the exploration of the Antarctic circle, and 
most of these have returned with much meteorological and 
netic data as the results of their efforts. 
From these data it is ex- 


pected that definite knowledge of the greatest value to mariners will 
'be finally deduced. The mass of material gathered by these expe- 
ditions was, however, so great that it will take years to produce 
positive conclusions from them.

JUDGE BEATTY 
ON REGISTRATION. 


Supreme Court of California, 


Justices Chambers. 


W. H. Beatty, Chief Justice.

ASKING $400,000 FOR 


THE FIRST CHURCH 


Sum Said to Have Been Fixed as 


Value of Congregational Clay 


Street Property. 


The agitation which h«» bean, In' 


progress for some time past regarding 
the advisability of the large churches 
in the heart of the business district, 
namely, th» Flr*t Presbyterian. First 
Methodist and the 
First Congrega- 


tional, selling tielr property for busi- 
ness purposes and moving out Into the 
residence district and building other 
places of worship, has been without 
effect. .Appeals to the trustees of the 
several congregation* for the sale of 
their respective holdings have been 
met with declination aJl along the line. 
None of tlje churche* have any Idea of 
retiring from their present location, and 
some of them .will remain where they 
are several years to come. 


FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 


It is hardly likely, however, that the 


First Congregational Church win not 
long remain in its preient position 
when the Orpheum will have opened 
its doors for the entertainment of the 
public. 
There Is not supposed to be 


much sympathy between people whb 
go to church on Sunday night ana 
those who go'to the theater on that 
night. 


It Is understood, however, that the 


trustees of that society have placed a 
flgure on their property and that they 
will continue to hold the flame until 
•they find a purchaser who will pay 
that price. 
The figure la said to be 


$400,000. The trustees have been of- 
fered a liberal gum for the property, 
but It I* understood that the price 
asked Is considered prohibitive by th,e 
person who Is anxious to secure the 
.place. 


OFFER TO PRESBYTERIANS. 


TJje trustee* of the First Presby- 


terian • Church *lso have Indicated as 
to what they consider their property 
worth. They are of the opinion that 
the realty ought to bring at least 
$250,000. 
They have come to this 


conclusion because only a short time 
ago they received an offer of $100,000 
for the corner lot 'with a frontage of 
only fifty feet oh Fourteenth with a 
depth of 100 • feet on Franklin street. 
Of course, the sale of such a piece of 
the property would necessitate the re- 
moval of. the church, but such a change 
la not to be considered. This offer, it 
Is understood.. was made to the trus- 
tees through Rev. E. E. Baker, the 
pastor of the church, for a friend. 
The offer wa* declined.
